DELAY ON C.B.S. SITE

While criticism of several aspects of the Government's policy was 
voiced, general satisfaction was expressed concerning the Colony’s 
Budget for 1934 during the Budget debate at the meeting of the Le- 
gislative Council, presided over by His Excellency the Governor, Sir 
William Peel, this afternoon. The Senior Unofficial Member, the Hon. 
Sir Henry Pollock, confined himself mainly to criticisms and sugges- 
tions, while the Senior Chinese Member, the Hon. Dr. R. H. Kotewall, 
C.M.G., LL.D., adopted a more optimistic tone. 

While welcoming the reductions obtained in regard to cer- 
{ain items chargenble (o the Mililary contribution, the Unofficial 
Members pointed out that the contribution was almost four times 
as much os in 1910. Sir Henry Pollock suggested official con- 
xideration of a reduction in duties on liquor, tobacco and opium. 

The Government's tax policy was supported by Dr. Kotewall who, 
however, viewed with grave concern and apprehension, the increasing 
cost of Administration. While expressing optimism for the Colony's 
fulure, he expressed disagreement with the opinion voiced in certain 
quarters that Hong Kong is still comparatively lightly taxed.
